But the cocktails, In 
spite of the fact that they arc made by 
a man who has been in the ploco for 
more than twenty years and has not 
forgotten his skill, are always Inferior. 
The reason of that is to bo found in 
tho fact that the whisky Is of such an 
inferior brand that It ruins the mixed 
drinks.
